Herr Otto Ehlers. the well-known 
Oerman explorer, who took an im- 
portant part in the delimitation of tlie 
frontier of Mritish and Herman East 
Africa, has just completed his journey 
from Kashmir to Tonking. lie marched 
from Kawal i'indi through Kashmir, 
the Himalaya hill states. Nepal and 
Kucli Debar, theu through Aaaam. Man- 
ipur and llurma. In December last ho 
left Moulmein, marching via I’npuu, 
Mainloungyee, MannghaL to Chieug- 
Mai, the capital of Lao*. From here 
Lieut. Khlers intruded to go to Tuiifu, 
in Yunnan, iiut wnen he arrived in 
Chieng-Hung he found the country in 
anarchy, the king having been driven 
away by his people on account of exces- 
sive taxation, and Chinese troops had 
entered the country. These troops 
forced Mr. Khlers to leave the place; 
and aa lie found it impossible to get any 
further north he changed his plan aud 
marched to Tonking. After twenty-five 
severe marches, witli only one day’s 
rest, through a very difficult nnd unsufe 
country, only accompanied by two 
servants, the first French post on the 
Black river was reached. From here 
the traveler marched to l.aokai, a 
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strong post on the Chinese frontier, and 
was escorted down from there to Hanoi, 
where he arrived at the end of May. 
Mr. Khlers was once attacked by 
Chinese pirates, and is not all delighted 
with the reception the French gave him 
in Tonking. The delta of Tonking Mr. 
Killers describes us a wonderfully fertile 
country, which, if properly managed, 
would become one of the richest col- 
onies in the cast. He did his whole 
traveling on the back of a strong Kash- 
mir pony, presented to him by his high- 
ness the rajah of Muudi, a neighboring 
state of Kashmir.

There is in London an outbreak of 
glanders no serious that in the hot 
weather of the middle of August all 
public drinking troughs in the affected 
districts of that city were ordered cloeed, 
greatly fo the discomfort of the horse*. 
But the end justified this, for no diseane 
to which Animal* are subject 1* *0 loath- 
some, ro contagion* or *o dangerous a* 
this. It attacks all animals nnd man n* 

. well, tlie contagion i-prending by mean* 
of tho discharge from the nodes in the 
nostrils and elnowher?. 

In New York city there has been an 
I outbreak. la one week twerty-throe 
! hordes wen* walked out of one h; .eet car 
company's s' il les and killed by officer* 
of the b..urd <f he V, th. Tit 9 company 
were card .it fs said, before the health 
officers discovered the state of affairs in 
their stables, and tho contagion by that 
time may have spread a thousand miles. 
In the report of the United States bu- 
reau of uniitiul Industry due space is 
given to tins subject, in spite of what 
local horse d<xtors say, there is no per- 
manent cure for glanders. The govern- 
ment's report details the symptoms of 
both acute and chronic glanders. The 
acute form is similar to the chronic, ex- 
cept that the symptom* are more vio- 
lent. Tho leading features of the dis- 
ease. according to tlie report, are as fol- 
lows:

Fall pigs ran lie uinrketed nine months 
from their liirth, and if they are not 
ready in this time they have not Wen 
projierly fed and wintered. This cannot 
lie done, however, if a late start is ob- 
tained in the fall, fur the cold weather 
will so hatii|ier the voting ones that they 
cannot grow thriftily. There will W a 
sht*er waste then and lalsir lust. 

The young pigs should learn to eat 
well before cold weather, and they 
should lie accustomed to Mime regular, 
cheap, hut strengthening, diet. They 
should have comfortable hut economical 
quarters. If the trouble to give them 
good quarters and fissl is not to W 
taken it is better not to lireed for fall 
pigs. 

The fir-t tier, «sitr in the pro|ier devel- 
opment of the young animal is a combi- 
nation of find, the digestive elements i f 
which will furnish ample nutriment to 
grow the muscles, nervous tissues and 
bones, round out the frame and pn«looe 
a healthy vital system. Fat, as such, is 
not wantisi till after the development of 
the frame, and corntneal during this 
period does not contain the nutriment 
desired. After the full development, 
however, ti ere is nothing equal to coni 
to lay the fat on. The pigs should l«* 
weaned thoroughly, and then put tqiona 
system of muscle and frainemaking fissl 
Wfore tiie fattening fessl is fed to them. 1 
Late in the winter and early in the | 
spring the corn may Is; fed in quantity, 
for bv that time if the pigs have grown I 
properly they will have large, strong 
frames, on which fat can be laid. The 
faet is, too much fat is generally nla* 
tained early in the pig's life, and they 
never really grow aa large aa they natu 
rally might to. 

Two litters a year is all that a good j 
sow should be required to bring forth, i 
for if more than this is demanded it is a 
serious tax upon her health and strength 
By careful management and hrisslmg 
these two litters, one in the fall and one 
ill the spring, can W reared successfully 
without too much crowding. This gives I 
the two l>est seasons for securing a good 
start to grow with the young pig, and 
the best seasons to furnish for market. ,

Probably the most popular quotation in 
poetry is the couplet from "Maud Mul- 
ler:" 

For of all sod words of lonpue or pen 

The saddest are these: “It mtzhl have been." 

Despite his advanced years — he was 
two years older than Tennyson and 
twelve iyears the senior of Walt Whit- 
man— ho was until recently sturdy and 
active, and the most charming person- 
ality in the world of letters. Mis men- 
tal powers were keen and acute to the 
last. He gave but little time of late to 
literary effort, his eye Iteing dimmed 
and his hand unsteady llis latest lit- 
erary production was a poem in the At- 
lantic to Dr. Holmes, and the last verse 
he wrote was on the occasion of I)r. 
Holmes* recent birthday. 

Mr. Whittier never married. Between 
his sister Klizaheth anil himself there 
existed tho rarest und most delicate 
love and friendship which, doubtless, 
had no little to do with the poet's in- 
spirations. His home was broken up at 
her death and his heart suffered in the 
same misfortune its greatest shock. 
His niece came to him at tiie death of 
his sister and alwayL «*rove to make 
that great loss as little felt ns possible. 

Mr, Whittier was not a rich man. nor 
was he poor. About fifty or sixty thou- 
sand copies of his works are sold every 
year and on the revenues thus derived 
he was able to pass his declining years 
in ease and comfort.

Tiie total receipts of cattle for last 
year at the Uuioti stm-k yards, (’Im ago, 
were :(.">!*, making a weekly aver- 
age of (W.VtW. Out of tho aggregated 
receipts it i- estimated that tliere Were 
1 .000,1*00 or thereabouts of Texas, In- 
dian Territory and southwestern range 
cattle, and alsiut HOO, 000 northern range 
cattle, the remainder — l.tioO, 3511— being 
natives. 

The majority of Texas cattle are fat- 
tened niton what may lie termed public 
lands, which are divided in ownership by 
railroad companies who lease to differ- 
ent ranchmen at from four to five cents 
per acre jier annum. A very large por- 
tion of land used for grazing purjioses 
iu Texas is owned by cattlemen. The 
northwestern range cattle are largely 
fattened iqsin public lauds, but cattle- 
meu own a considerable portion of land 
which they occupy. I'attle can lie put 
out in Texas to Is* pastured at from f I.TiO 
to (ki per head per unit um. in the north- 
west the price is about the same. All 
cattle are taxed, and the caftlunen iu 
the south and l.orri.west are the largest 
taxjiuyers in their respective district*.—
